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INTRODUCTION 


As  no  records  of  the  “Lambert”  family  have  been  made  since 
■“Littell’s  Genealogy'  of  the  early  settlers  of  the  Passaic  Valley,’’  com¬ 
piled  in  1848,  published  in  book  form  in  1852.  The  author,  the  oldest 
living  representative  in  direct  line  of  the  pioneer  “Roger  Lambert  and 
from  the  fact  of  having  in  my  possession  books  and  papers  relating  to 
the  early  history  of  our  state  and  local  communities  has  been  asked 
by  many  relatives  to  -transcribe  the  records  to  date.  In  days  gone  by 
it  was  the  custom  to  transmit  from  generation  to  generation,  its  history 
by  means  of  Heraldry'  and  folklore.  Much  of  the  ancient  history  we 
have  is  obtained  by  that  method,  which  has  been  succeeded  by  more 
modern,  more  explicit  data,  by  means  of  genealogical  and  statistical 
records.  Each  family  should  at  intervals  have  their  records  brought  up 
to  date.  After  an  interval  of  85  years,  that  is  the  purpose  of  this  work 
and  in  such  a  manner  that  the  future  will  have  no  difficulty  in  following 
the  various  branches.  As  no  genealogy  is  not,  or  should  not,  be  com¬ 
plete  without  a  little  local  history,  I  have  brought  in  a  few  happenings 
that  may  not  be  amiss  to  transmit  to  posterity,  and  if  there  is  no  record 
other  than  by  memory,  they  are  soon  forgotten  and  eventually  lost. 


With  these  facts  in  view  I  have  endeavored  to  submit  reliable  data 
and  statistics  that  may  prove  to  be  a  source  of  information  and  knowl¬ 
edge  to  those  interested.  For  more  than  200  years  the  “Lamberts”,  as 
well  as  the  Littells,  Lees,  Darbys,  Scudders  and  other  families  of 
pioneer  stock,  have  lived  on  or  near  the  “Lambert  Mills”  homestead  at 
W  illow  Grove,  Fanwood  Twp.,  Lmon  Co.,  N.  J.  Some  of  the  direct 
descendants  still  reside  in  the  immediate  vicinity  but  unfortunately, 
owing  to  the  natural  vicissitudes  of  life,  none  are  possessed  of  any  of 
the  original  “Lambert”  homestead  property.  I  may  be  pardoned  for 
many  allusions  to  this  particular  subject,  but  all  mentioned  in  this  work 
since  1837  are  centered  in  the  “Lambert  Homestead,  at  Willow  Grove. 
Fanwood  Twp.,  N.  J.,  the  house  now  owned  by  L.  Lansing,  the  mill 
( now  a  house)  bv  Norman  Nelson,  the  pond  and  grounds  by  the 
Shackamaxon  Golf  Club. 


I  am  indebted  to  “Smith’s  History  of  New  Jersey,”  “Hatfield  s 
History  of  Elizabeth”,  “Records  of  the  Lambert  Family  of  Milford, 
Conn.”,  “Littell’s  Genealogies  of  the  1st  Settlers  of  the  Passaic  Valley”, 
for  historical  data  and  to  many  relatives  and  friends  who  have  so  will¬ 
ingly  assisted  me  in  compiling  this  work.

Ancestral  history  is  almost  entirely  neglected  in  America.  We 
have  no  herald  offices  where  the  pedigree  of  every  family  is  traced 
out,  and  recorded  with  unerring  accuracy.  It  may  perhaps  be  urged  by 
some  that  there  is  not  the  use  or  necessity  here,  where  property  is  con¬ 
veyed  by  will,  or  equally  divided  among  heirs,  as  there  is  in  England, 
where  estates  are  entailed  in  the  line  of  the  eldest  male  heir.  1  rue, 
it  is  the  tendency  of  a  republican  government  where  “ all  arc  born  free 
and  equals  to  level  all  family  distinctions,  as  far  as  property  is  con¬ 
cerned.  But  there  are  other  considerations  why  family  pedigree  should 
be  preserved.  There  is  a  satisfaction  in  knowing  one’s  lineage  apart  from 
all  pecuniary  considerations:  and  if  man  is  worthy  of  a  higher  destiny 
than  to  share  the  fate  of  the  lou'er  grades  of  animated  nature,  to  die 
and  sink  into  eternal  oblivion,  it  must  be  acceded  by  all  that  the  subject 
of  family  biography  is  too  much  neglected. 

It  is  hoped  that  each  member  who  is  or  may  be  the  head  of  a  family 
will  keep  an  accurate  and  particular  record  of  their  respective  branch, 
as  perhaps  at  some  future  time  an  individual  may  arise,  who,  prompted 
by  curiosity  or  some  other  motive,  will  collect  the  requisite  information 
and  continue  down  his  pedigree.

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A  GENEALOGICAL  SKETCH 
of  the 

LAMBERT  FAMILY

The  Lambert  family  can  trace  its  descent  from  high  antiquity.  They 
can  go  back  with  all  the  certainty  of  written  records,  to  the  time  ot 
William  the  Conqueror,  in  the  eleventh  century,  and  by  history  of  un¬ 
doubted  credibility,  to  the  kingdom  of  Lombards  in  Italy,  That  such  was 
the  origin  of  the  Lambert  name  cannot  be  doubted,  tor  were  there  no 
proofs  of  it  in  the  records  of  heraldry,  the  name  itself  would  indicate 
such  to  be  the  fact,  (according  to  the  ancient  orthography),  as  it  was 
formerly  spelt  Lombard.  This  orthography  some  members,  of  the  family 
still  retain. 

The  earliest  account  we  have  of  the  Lombards  is  that  they  were 
a  roving  clan  from  Scandinavia,  (Norway),  that  they  settled  awhile  in 
Vindili  (in  Germany),  till  attracted  by  the  fair  plains  of  Modena,  I  hey 
rushed  from  their  mountain-fastness,  took  possession  and  founded  one 
of  the  most  powerful  states  in  Italy.  I  he  signification  of  the  name  in 
their  language  was — long  beard —  as  history  states,  ‘‘that  this  clan  parted 
their  hair  and  suffered  it  to  grow  to  whatever  length  it  might  attain’  : 
from  which  circumstance  the  state  where  they  established  themselves 
look  its  name.  This  clan  is  described  as  being  of  a  warlike  temper,  as 
the  fact  of  their  establishing  themselves  in  Italy  wouid  prove,  iheir 
state  of  society  was  but  about  half  civilized.  They  were  of  a  stern  in¬ 
dependent  disposition  wh.ch  would  not  brook  restraint.  They  ILed  on 
the  spoils  of  war  and  pasturage.  Such  were  the  ancestors  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  in  question,  in  ancient  times.  Upon  the  subversion  of  the  kingdom 
the  descendants  of  the  clan  were  dispersed  into  various  parts  of  Europe. 
Many  of  them  settling  in  cities,  engaged  in  mercantile  business,  which 
accounts  for  there  having  been  and  yet  are  so  many  merchants  of  the 
name  in  the  cities  and  large  towns  in  that  part  of  the  world.  Ihis  is 
the  first  we  read  of  the  name  of  Lombard  as  a  family  name.  The 
family  from  which  the  Milford  branch  is  descended,  we  find  in  hi>torv 
had  established  itself  in  Normandy,  in  France.  It  appears  from  the 
records  of  heraldry,  that  they  were  of  the  highest  respectability  in  the 
said  place,  and  on  them  were  bestowed  the  various  orders  of  knight¬ 
hood.  When  William  the  Conqueror  invaded  England  he  took  with 
him  Rodolph  de  Lambert,  as  his  armour  bearer,  or  knight  at  arms.  He 
is  the  first  of  the  name  of  which  we  have  any  account  in  England.  His 
name  appears  to  indicate  that  his  family  was  from  Lombardy,  as  the 
particle  de  signifies  from  or  of,  which  amounts  to  Rodolphus  from 
Lombardy,  thus  retaining  in  what  has  now’  become  the  family  name,  the 
memorial  of  the  place  from  which  he  or  his  ancestors  emigrated.  It 
appears  by  English  heraldry  that  he  had  a  family  in  Normandy  previous 
to  his  going  into  England.  It  says,  “Of  this  ancient  family  of  Norman 
French  extraction  one  branch  settled  in  Bologna  in  Italy,  and  has  al¬ 
ways  been  considered  one  of  the  most  illustrious  in  that  place.  Cardinal 
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Lambertini,  of  this  family  elected  Bishop  of  Rome.  August  27th.  1730. 
and  took  the  title  of  Benedict  XIV.  He  claimed  relationship  with  the 
Earl  of  Cavan's  family  who  trace  their  descent  from  Rodolph  de  Lam¬ 
bert,  who  went  into  England  with  William  the  Conqueror’’,  in  1066- 
Rodolph  de  Lambert  left  one  son.  Hugh,  and  from  him  are  descend¬ 
ed  all  of  the  name  in  England  and  North  America.  Hugh  had  by  his 
wife,  Matilda,  Sir  William,  his  heir,  who  married  Gundred,  daughter 
of  the  Earl  of  Warren  and  Surrey,  by  Gundred,  fourth  daughter  of 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  widow  of  Roger  de  Bellamout,  Earl  of 
Warwick.  By  her  he  had  a  son,  Henry,  standard  bearer  to  Henry  II. 
He  married  Alice,  sister  to  William  Mandeville,  Earl  of  Essex.  He 
had  a  son,  John,  who  settled  in  Skipton,  in  York,  who  had  two  sons. 
Sir  Edmund  and  Thomas.  Sir  PMmund  had  three  sons :  Edmund,  who 
settled  in  Skipton ;  Richard,  the  third  son  settled  in  Lincolnshire.  Sir 
Tohn,  the  second,  had  two  sons:  Edmund,  who  died  unmarried,  and  Sir 
Thomas,  who  married  Dorothy,  daughter  of  Thomas  Cressy.  and  had 
Henry,  his  heir,  who  by  Isabel,  eldest  daughter  of  John  Lambert  of 
Preston,  grandson  of  Edmund,  of  Skipton,  had  Sir  Henry  who,  by 
Maud,  aunt  to  Baldwin  de  Vere,  had  Alayne.  who  had  two  sons.  Sir 
Thomas  of  Oldton.  in  Northumberland,  and  Godfrey,  who  was  seated 
-in  Long  Preston,  and  married  Ellen  Fulthrop,  cousin  to  Lord  Clifford, 
and  had  John,  his  heir.  Fie  married  Elizabeth  Whitmore,  and  had  six 
sons:  William  who  died  without  children;  Thomas,  who  lived  in  Skipton. 
from  whom  are  descended  a  numerous  issue  ;  particularly  noted  are  lc  hn 
Lambert,  who  commanded  the  parliamentary  forces  against  King 
Charles  the  first;  and  Richard,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Cavan.  John 
left  a  numerous  issue.  Christopher  and  Henry  were  slain  and  left  no 
children.  Richard,  the  third  son.  left  Walter,  his  heir,  who  resided  in 
Carlshalton.  He  had,  by  a  daughter  of  Sir  John  Gaynesford,  Thomas, 
who  left  no  issue ;  Roger  slain  in  the  seige  of  Bulloine,  unmarried  ; 
Walter,  and  Richard,  an  alderman  of  London,  in  1567,  in  which  year  he 
died.  His  son  Thomas,  settled  in  Laverstock,  Hants,  from  whom  is  de¬ 
scended  a  numerous  issue.  Walter  the  third  son.  had  bv  Rose,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Oliver  Wallop,  ancestor  of  the  Earl  o^  Portsmouth,  Oliver,  his 
heir,  the  first  Baron,  who  was  created  Lord  Lambert,  and  Earl  of  the 
County  of  Cavan  in  1617.  He  died  July  9.  1718.  His  Lordship  married 
Hester,  daughter  of  William  Fleetwood,  Knight,  by  whom  he  had  two 
•sons,  Charles,  his  heir,  and  Carey,  who  died  unmarried.  Charles,  on  the 
:i2th  day  of  May,  1642,  was  made  Governor  of  the  City  of  Dublin.  He 
married  Jane,  second  daughter  of  Robert  Robaites,  Baron  of  Truro,  and 
sister  of  John  Robaites,  Earl  of  Radnor,  by  whom  he  had  Richard,  his 
heir,  Thomas,  Charles  and  W  alter,  who  left  no  children.  Oliver,  the 
third,  settled  in  Paynestown,  in  the  County  of  Meath,  married  four 
wives,  and  left  a  numerous  issue.  Richard,  the  second  earl,  married 
Rosa,  daughter  of  Sir  James  Wade,  and  left  one  son  Charles,  the  third 
earl,  who  married  in  1670.  Castillina,  daughter  of  Henry  Gilbert.  Esq., 
who  had  Charles.  Lord  Lambert  died  in  1689.  Richard  the  fourth  earl; 
Henry  died  November  18,  1774,  left  three  sons,  Richard,  the  late  earl; 
Thomas  and  Oliver.  Richard,  the  fourth  earl,  was  an  officer  in  King 
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William’s  army  in  Spain,  Portugal  and  West  Indies,  and  one  of  his 
majesty’s  private  counselors.  He  married  in  Barbadoes,  W.  I.,  Margaret 
daughter  of  Captain  Trant.  He  died  in  1741,  aged  76.  He  had  Gilbert, 
lord,  who  died  young  and  Ford,  the  fifth  and  late  earl,  who  married 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James  Wade,  Esq.,  and  left  two  daughters,  Sophia 
and  Gertrude.  He  died  Nov.  29th,  1782,  aged  54,  Sixth  Earl  Richard  was 
son  of  Henrv,  third  son  of  Charles,  the  third  earl.  He  married,  first 
Sophia,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Oliver  Lambert,  fourth  son  of  the  third 
Earl  of  Cavan,  by  whom  he  had  no  children :  second,  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  John  Davies.  Esq.,  November  13th,  1762,  by  whom  he  had  Sophia  and 
one  son,  his  successor,  Richard  the  Seventh  Earl.  He  succeeded  on 

the  death  of  his  father,  November  13th,  1792.

Jesse,  the  ancestor  of  the  Lambert  family  of  Milford.  Connecticut, 
•emigrated  from  England,  about  1680.  He  was  from  a  collateral  branch 
of  the  Earl  of  Cavan’s  family,  located  in  Wiltshire,  County  of  Surrey. 
Before  this  date  emigrated,  Roger  Lambert  who  settled  in  Elizabeth- 
Town,  New  Jersey,  whose  descendants  are  now  numerous. 

The  author  visited  them  in  the  spring  of  1834,  for  the  purpose  of 
•collecting  materials  for  making  out  their  genealogy,  as  recorded  on 
Milford  records,  Lib.  2,  of  Marriage,  ect. — Jesse  and  Roger  Lambert 
were  first  cousins,  as  appears  bv  the  following  ancient  letter  which  is  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  author. 

Loving  Kinsman : — 

After  my  loue  to  you  with  my  wife’s,  these  are  to  lett  you  under¬ 
stand  that  I  have  been  informed  by  severall,  of  your  being  att  Milforde, 
in  New  Englande,  the  which  caused  me  to  write  severall  letters  to  you 
before  this,  but  neuer  could  haue  one  line  from  you,  the  well  causeth 
me  att  this  time  to  trouble  you  agavne  by  this  opportunity,  hopfing  that 
these  few  lines  may  moue  you  to  put  pen  to  paper  in  wav  of  answear,  ye 
wch,  will  be  very  Wellcome  to  me,  for  mv  great  desire  is  to  heare  from 
you. 

I  have  written  very  often  home  to  England — to  mv  father,  but 
neuer  could  heare  from  him  and  soe  ye  last  letter  that  I  did  send  it 
was  to  your  father,  and  I  doe  hope  soon  to  receiue  an  answer  from  him 
how  all  relations  doe,  for  it  is  my  great  desire  to  haue  a  louin^  and 
friendly  correspondence  with  all  relations,  and  seeing  it  hath  pleased 
God  to  separate  us  soe  farr  one  from  another  the  least  we  can  doe  one 
for  ye  other,  is  to  write  each  to  ye  other  by  all  convenient  opportunities ; 
that  therebve,  our  loue  mav  be  renewed,  and  not  a  forgetfulness  of  each 
other  soe  much  seize  vpon  as  to  bury  all  remembrance  in  oblivion.  Soe 
having  nothing  else  att  present  but  mv  loue  with  mv  wife’s  and  mv 
son-es  to  you,  I  rest,  praiing  for  vour  health  and  happiness  in  this 
worlde  and  ye  worlde  to  come,  life  euerlasting.

to  his  coming  to  New  England,  had  been  an  officer  in  the  British  navy, 
had  been  up  the  Mediterranean  Sea  against  the  Turks  and  had  a  desper¬ 
ate  engagement  with  a  Turkish  corvette,  which  they  captured  and  re¬ 
turning  to  England,  landed  amid  the  acclamations  of  the  people. 

Edward  Rodolphus  Lambert,  b.  20th  Mar.  180S.  Traveled  con¬ 
siderably  about  the  country  and  has  been  in  nearly  all  of  the  States  of 
the  Union.  1838 — He  was  about  four  years  in  Europe,  gathering  data 
for  the  “ Lambert ”  records.  We  are  especially  indebted  to  him  tor  the 
early  history  which  at  this  day  would  hardly  be  possible  to  obtain. 
Beside  the  Record  of  the  “ Lambert  Family’'  he  wrote  a  history  of  Mil¬ 
ford,  Conn.,  also  of  Xew  Haven,  Conn. 

He  married  Eliza  Boothe,  Jan.  1st,  1833.  Had  10  children  whose 
descendants  are  among  the  citizens  of  Conn,  today. 


Roger  Lambert  and  His  Descendants 

From  the  foregoing  record  it  is  evident  that  Roger  Lambert  was 
a  cousin  of  Jesse,  who  settled  at  Milford,  Conn.,  in  16S0.  they  both 
came  from  Wiltshire,  County  of  Surrey,  England,  from  the  same  par¬ 
ental  stock.  6th  Aug.,  1665.  Roger,  a  blacksmith  by  trade,  with  his  wife 
Eleanor  and  young  son  John  came  with  Sir  Philip  Carteret,  with  30 
settlers  settled  at  Elizabethtown.  They  called  the  settlement  Elizabeth 
in  honor  of  Sir  George  Carteret’s  wife  Elizabeth.  In  1673  he  swore  al¬ 
legiance  to  the  Dutch  Government,  that  government  having  regained 
all  former  possessions  in  Xew  York,  including  New  Jersey.  His  son 

John  married  Hannah - .  In  1712  Roger  Lambert,  his  son  John 

with  their  wives,  Eleanor  and  Hannah,  sold  land  to  John  Dagworthy. 
Records  show  he  had  several  pieces  of  lands  in  various  parts  of  the  set¬ 
tlement,  some  60  acres  in  the  “ Rahzaack ”  meadows,  S1  *>  acres  of  meadow 
on  the  Great  River,  called  the  “Sound'’,  60  acres  “in  a  swamp”  at  the 
“Mile  Brook”,  his  house  lot  containing  16  acres  on  the  highway  adjoining 
Capt.  John  Baker.  Was  evidently  a  man  of  substance  and  consideration. 
His  son  John,  also  had  a  lot  of  100  acres  “in  the  Bay”  adjoining  Gov¬ 
ernor  Carteret  and  W  illiam  Letts.  For  some  reason  the  father  (  Roger 
Lambert)  had  made  himself  obnoxious  to  the  ruling  powers,  possibly 
during  the  land  controversies  of  the  day  and  in  consequence  execution 
was  issued  by  Justice  Sanford  of  Bergen,  to  Sami  Moore.  Provost  Mar¬ 
shall,  against*  the  goods  and  chattels  of  Roger  Lambert  of  Elizabethtown, 
N.  J.  The  latest  date  of  any  deed  signed  by  Roger  Lambert  is  1716. 
Roger  Lambert  and  wife  Eleanor  are  supposed  to  be  buried  in  the  1st 
Pres.  Church  yard  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.  As  all  the  Church  records  were 
lost  when  the  church  was  burnt,  25th  Jan.  1780,  during  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War,  no  further  statistics  are  available. 

By  John  Lambert’s  will,  dated  1736.  it  appears  his  eldest  son  was 
named  John ;  he  next  mentioned  his  son  Richard :  then  his  son  David, 
and  makes  an  appropriation  for  his  infirm  son  “Solomon.”  He  gave 
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lands  at  Ash  Swamp  to  his  grandson  John  Lambert,  son  of  his  eldest 
.son  John.  His  town  right  of  common  and  undivided  land  in  Elizabeth¬ 
town  he  gave  to  be  divided  between  his  three  sons,  John.  Richard  and 
David.  (The  descendants  of  Richard  and  David  are  not  traced  further 
as  they  settled  in  Bergen  Co.  N.  J.)  The  will  of  Hannah  Lambert,  wife 
of  John  of  Elizabethtown,  mentions  her  grandson  John  and  grandson 
Samuel  and  granddaughters  Joanna,  Margaret  and  Huldah  (Samuel, 
Joanna,  Margaret  and  Huldah  are  descendants  of  Richard  and  David) 
and  sons  Soloman  and  David.

Simeon  Lambert  and  His  Descendants 

Simeon  Lambert,  12th  child  of  James  Lambert  2d.  son  of  James, 
of  John  2d.,  of  John,  of  Roger,  md.  26  June,  1824,  his  cousin  Freelove 
Littell,  b.  29th  April,  1804,  daughter  of  John  Littell,  5th  child  of  John 
Littell,  son  of  Benjamin,  son  of  Samuel  1st.  Lived  where  his  father 
did  at  the  old  W  indmill  farm.  He  purchased  the  farm  of  1 10  acres, 
containing  the  mill  pond,  cider  mill  and  distillery  and  old  windmill, 
which  had  been  changed  into  a  mill  run  by  water,  for  $5500.00  in  1837. 
In  1840  he  extended  the  mill  race  600  feet,  building  a  new  mill  at  the 
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Side  of  the  Raritan  road.  I  have  in  my  possession  the  original  bill  from 
J  Smimons  ot  Railroad  Ave,,  Newark,  N.  j.  tor  5500  pound  casting 
used  in  equipping  the  mill  tor  its  2  runs  of  French  burr  stones,  4  and  4W 
leet  m  diameter  and  the  boas,  reels  and  cleaning  machinery,  necessary 
for  making  flour  and  meal.  The  price  of  the  castmgs  was  4c  per  pound, 
ihey  were  loaded  on  a  schooner  at  Commercial  wharf,  Newark,  and 
taken  to  Frick  1  own,  just  east  of  Rahway  and  the  head  of  navigation 
for  vessels  on  the  Rahway  river,  then  hauled  to  destination  bv  wagon. 
A  new*  addition  was  built  to  the  old  house  in  1846  or  ’47;  is  stfll  stand¬ 
ing;  now  owned  by  L.  Lansing.  While  engaging  in  the  milling  busi¬ 
ness,  yet  his  thoughts  could  not  be  taken  from  the  farm,  and  stock  feed¬ 
ing,  which  was  his  pleasure  and  delight  and  many  -a  fancv  steer  and 
lamb  were  fitted  lor  the  butcher  in  his  spacious  barns  and  luxuriant 
pastures.  At  the  beginning  ot  the  Civil  War,  eariv.  in  1862,  the  Town¬ 
ship  ol  Westheld  wishing  to  do  its  quota  toward  the  defense  of  the 
country  by  equipping  a  company  of  men  for  service,  at  a  cost  of  Sroooo 
appLed  tor  a  loan  of  the  money  from  the  Bank  at  Rahway  and  were 
to  d  that  it  Simeon  Lambert  would  endorse  their  notes,  they  w’culd  let 
them  ha\e  the  money,  which  was  done  and  the  money  secured.  Durin,r 
the  pan.c  of  1873-1875  his  losses  were  heavy.  He  served  for  mane 
years  as  Freeholder  from  Westfield,  was  well  liked  and  was  known 
as  Lncle  Sim  by  the  entire  community. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife.  Freeiove,  12th  March,  1877  he  erec'ed 
a  mausoleum  in  Hazelwood  Cemetery,  Rahway,  X.  J„  at  a  cost  of  $7000. 
wherein  the  remains  of  his  wife  were  placed.  At  his  death.  10th  Feb

LAMBERT  FARM  AT  WILLOW  GROVE 

James  Lambert  and  Hannah  Lambert  conveyed  to  Simeon  Lam¬ 
bert,  27th  April,  1837,  consideration,  $5500.00  the  Windmill  farm,  of 
no  acres.  Acknowledged,  before  Dennis  Coles;  witness,  Frazee  Coles. 
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Recorded  in  Book  U-4.  Page  564,  etc.,  Essex  County,  X.  J.  The  pre¬ 
sumption  is  that  this  farm  came  from  his  father.  Xo  record  can  be  found 
as  the  previous  books  were  lost  by  a  rire  in  the  Essex  County  Court 
house,  1848.  It  may  be  a  part  of  the  lands  assigned  to  Roger,  and  John 
Lambert  in  the  distribution  of  the  more  than  17.000  acres,  laid  out  in 
100  acre  lots  in  1736-37.  These  lands  were  west  of  Elizabeth  and  the 
“Lamberts”  took  their  lots  in  what  was  known  as  the  west-fields.  I  heir 
nearest  neighbors  were  the  Badgley’s  and  \\  illcockse.  on  the  first 
mountain  three  miles  away.  (Od  per  acre,  or  jo  Shillings  per  lot  zeas 
paid  for  them). 

Extract  from  Hunting’s  sermon.  1839.  “Mr.  John  Lambert 
son  of  Roger  Lambert  of  Wiltshire,  England,  and  grand-father  of 
the  present  James  Lambert,  lived  where  Mr.  Zopher  Hetheld,  Jr.,  re¬ 
sides.”  As  there  were  several  Zopher  Hetfields.  living  near  each  other 
at  that  time,  it  is  difficult  to  locate  the  exact  locality,  but  it  is  reason¬ 
able  to  suppose  the  farm  on  Martine  avenue,  Eanwood  1  wp„  X.  J.. 
where  the  late  Samuel  Hetheld  lived  (1930)  now  Walter  Essig.  is 
the  one  mentioned.  From  the  same  author,  “Anthony,  Andrew.  Abra¬ 
ham,  Absalom.  Moses  and  John  Littell’s  resided  at  the  Willow  Grove.” 
These  were  the  names  of*  the  Littells,  that  were  in  the  Continental 
Armv  and  from  all  records  they  had  all  the  land  from  Two  Bridges, 
on  the  Raritan  road  to  Robinson’s  branch  on  the  Quaker  road 
(now  Lake  avenue)  several  hundred  acres  in  extent  in  1775.  Today. 
1933,  only  2  acres  are  in  possession  of  the  Littell  family.  Miss  Anna 
Littell  on  the  Raritan  road,  who  recently  remodeled  an  old  homestead, 
and  is  living  there.

De  CAMP  BURYIXG  GROUXD 

On  the  Raritan  road  at  the  west  turn  through  the  present  Sewer 
Farm  at  the  south  side  of  the  road,  on  the  Terry  Farm,  are  four  sand¬ 
stone  grave  markers  or  stones,  in  perfect  condition,  and  from  appear¬ 
ances  able  to  stand  the  elements  for  centuries.  They  mark  the  gra\e?> 
of  John  DeCamp  and  Deborah,  his  wife.  (As  the  DeCamp  s  zeere  mu 
noted  in  “ Littells  Genealogy”  and  there  zeere  no  other  in  those  day .  zee 
are  not  able  to  trace  further)  the  parents  of  Dr.  Gideon  DeCamp  and 
his  sister  Freelove,  are  the  occupants  of  the  4  graves.

From  the  appearance  of  the  stones  it  would  indicate  they  were 
placed  there  about  1816,  by  the  descendants  of  Gideon  DeCamp  and  his 
neice,  Deborah  Dunham  Litteil.  Three  are  of  the  same  size,  the  other 
smaller.  The  quality  of  the  stone,  and  cuttings,  the  same,  showing  they 
were  placed  there  the  same  time. 

In  Gideon  DeCamp’s  will  dated,  6th  Dec.,  1813,  he  left  to  his  4 
grandchildren,  John  DeHart,  Louisa  DeHart,  Gideon  DeHart  and 
Juliette  DeHart,  in  the  following  proportions:  “That  is  to  sav,  to  each 
of  my  grandsons  I  give  two-sixths  of  my  said  estate,  and  to  each  of  my 
said  granddaughters  one-sixth  of  my  said  estate  to  be  paid  to  them  when 
they  shall  arrive  at  age  of  twenty-one,  or  have  lawful  issue  and  in  case 
of  death  before  twentv-one  vears,  it  is  mv  will  that  their  share  be  divid- 
ed  among  the  survivors,  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  before.  It 
shall  be  my  desire  that  my  grandson  John  DeHart,  shall  have  a  liberal 
education  and  shall  afterward  study  such  profession,  as  shall  appear  to 
my  Executors  best  calculated  to  promote  his  interests.  I  do  appoint  my 
friend  Ralph  Phillips  of  Maidenhead,  Hunterdon  Co.,  and  David  S. 
Craig,  of  Rahway,  in  Essex  Co.,  to  be  my  Executors.’’ 

In  codicil  dated  23d  Feb.,  1 8 r 4,  he  states  he  has  rubbed  out  the 
name  of  David  S.  Craig,  leaving  Ralph  Phillips  sole  executor.  Will 
probated  1816. 

Note — David  Stewart  Craig ,  of  Rahway,  was  son  of  Janies,  of 
James,  of  Andrew,  who  was  one  of  the  2d  generation  of  the  Elizabeth¬ 
town  Associates,  admitted  1699. 

The  witnesses  to  the  will  were  Fletcher  M.  Brooks,  Lewis  Terrill, 
and  Noah  Frazee. 

He  makes  no  mention  of  wife,  or  of  other  children,  so  it  must  be 
inferred  that  he  had  only  one,  a  daughter,  who  married  a  DeHart,  had 
the  four  children  mentioned  in  his  will.  1  he  DeHarts  are  traced  no 
further.  There  are  in  Elizabeth,  1933*  some  who  may  trace  relationship 
to  this  family.  Ihis  ended  this  branch  of  the  DeCamp  family  name. 

On  the  15th  Sept.,  1820,  Randolph  Marsh  and  Margaret  M.,  his 
wife,  sold  lands  in  Ash  Swamp  to  Hugh  Hartshorn,  which  his  father 
]ohn  Marsh,  purchased  of  Doctor  Gideon  DeCamp,  by  a  deed  bearing 
date,  1 2th  day  of  Dec.,  1799. 

It  is  quite  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  land  on  which  these 
Stones  are  located,  were  transferred  to  John  Marsh  by  John  DeCamp, 
previous  to  his  death,  25th  Oct.,  1782,  as  his  daughter,  Freelove  Dunham, 
had  as  her  share  of  his  estate  the  84  acres,  which  descended  to  her 
daughter,  Deborah  Litteil,  and  to  her  daughter,  breelove  Lambert,  to  her 
son  Isaac  Lambert,  to  Robert  McAdams,  to  Herman  Ritter,  who  sub¬ 
divided  the  tract. 

All  records  of  deeds  previous  to  1803,  were  destroyed  by  fire  in 
1848,  in  Essex  Co.  Court  House. 
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Gideon  DeCamp,  from  all  records,  and  tradition,  must  have  re¬ 
ceived  as  his  share  of  his  father’s  estate,  several  smaller  pieces  of  land.

I  have  every  reason  to  assume  that  this  burial  plot  had  been  the 
resting  place  of  several  of  whom  no  record  was  made  pre\ious  to  I/80, 
as  I  have  knowledge  of  several  since  1800.  of  whom  no  record  was 
kept,  and  from  what  has  been  told  me  by  people  born  in  the  i/QOs,  I 
am  convinced  that  suitable  restrictions  were  made  to  keep  these  grounds, 
(metes  and  bounds  unknown)  in  perpetuity,  (if  the  records  could  be 
found)  and  the  descendants  of  the  DeHarts,  Lamberts,  and  LittelL 
have  rights,  (area  unknown  )  in  these  grounds.

BOILING  SPRINGS 

About  300  yards  from  the  four  gravestones  just  mentioned,  in  a 
southwesterlv  direction,  among  a  clump  of  trees  and  alder  bushes,  are 
five  springs  of  cold,  clear  water.  They  are  known  as  the  boiling  springs, 
the  force  of  the  water  keeping  the  silt  and  light  sands  constantly  agitated 
in  an  upward  direction.  Three  of  them  are  about  12  feet  in  diameter, 
the  other  smaller,  poles  to  the  length  of  20  feet  have  been  pushed  down 
in  the  soft  sand,  but  no  solid  bottom  was  ever  tound.  Under  the  spread¬ 
ing  branches  of  the  stately  trees  nearby  for  many  years,  on  some  date  in 
August  were  spread  tables  for  the  annual  picnic  of  the  Willow  Grove 
Sunday  School  (a  gala  event  for  the  community  before  the  inauguration 
of  excursions  to  Asburv  Park  and  Ocean  Grove,  which  now  are  supersed¬ 
ed  by  the  automobile,  in  which  trips  are  taken  every  week  end )  and  in  the 
open  fields  nearby  games  were  played.  In  1882  Isaac  Lambert  owner  o 
the  springs  conceived  the  idea  that  money  could  be  niade  v  gr<nN  UL 
watercress  in  the  spring  water,  with  the  result  of  spoi  ing  t  e  eau  v 
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of  the  Springs.  The  cress  grew  so  rank  and  large  as  to  completely  cover 
everything. 

From  the  number  of  arrow  heads  found  nearby,  these  springs  were 
made  a  stopping  place  by  the  Indians  on  their  trips  from  the  mountains 
to  the  seashore  in  quest  of  a  supply  of  fish  for  winter  use,  as  their  trail 
was  supposed  to  be  near,  and  possibly  more  than  one  tribal  dispute  was 
settled  on  these  grounds.

RELIC  OF  GLACIAL  PERIOD 

In  about  the  same  direction  (southwest)  from  the  gravestones  in 
the  division  line,  between  Herman  Ritter  and  \\  illiam  Terry,  is  a  large 
gray  rock,  origin  unknown.  (  Presumably  a  product  of  the  glacial  period.) 
It  is  about  11  feet  long,  4  feet  wide,  and  is  out  of  the  ground  about  4  feet 
and  no  one  knows  how  much  under  ground.  I  have  often  thought  what 
a  grand  monument  to  commemorate  some  important  event,  with  a  tablet 
inserted  in  its  rocky  face,  this  pebble  of  antiquity  would  make.  I'm  of 
the  opinion  still  that  within  the  next  100  years  such  will  be  its  fate.

THE  BIG  WOODS 

In  a  southerly  direction  from  these  stones,  some  100  rods,  in  what 
was  known  as  the  Big  W  oods,  is  where  some  large  White  Oak  trees 
stood.  None  can  be  found  like  them  now.  There  were  five  from  4V2  to 
5  feet  in  diameter  and  80  to  90  feet  to  the  first  limbs.  In  1S62  or  63  Mr. 
Bonnell,  owner  of  a  saw  mill  on  the  Rahway  river,  at  Cranes  Ford,  or 
Cranford,  having  a  contract  with  the  Brooklyn  Navv  Yard  for  some 
heavy  oak  timbers,  18  inches  square,  80  feet  long,  bought  these  trees  from 
Simeon  Lambert  for  $25.00  each  on  the  stump.  The  trees  were  felled,  it 
was  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  the  ground  was  a  little  soft  and  12  yoke 
of  oxen  were  required  to  get  the  logs  to  the  mill.

LISTED  IN  LITTELL’S  GENEALOGY— STILL  LIVING 

I  have  made  a  careful  inquiry  as  to  how  many  listed  in  Littell’s  Gen¬ 
ealogy  are  alive  1st  July.  1933,  and  have  found  only  two. 

Priscilla  Radley  Stokes,  b.  21st  April,  1843,  now  in  her  91st  year,

Augusta  Littell  Squires  Douglass,  b.  3d  October,  1844,  nearly  89 
years,  residing  in  Rahway,  N.  J. 
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CIDER  MILL  AND  DISTILLERY 

The  Cider  Mill  and  Distillery  from  all  records  were  built  about  1740 
to  1745,  using  apples  from  the  surrounding  farms.  According  to  the 
stories  told  by  old  men  who  died  before  1S72  the  “ Lambert  Distillery' 
won  the  war  of  the  Revolution.  It  is  told  that  when  Gen.  Howe's  army, 
June  26th,  27,  1777,  marched  from  Staten  Island  to  \\  estfteld,  in  going  bv 
“Lambert’s  Distillery”  the  army  roiled  out  3  barrels  of  apple  jack,  winch 
so  enthused  them  they  were  easily  influenced  the  next  day  to  march 
back  to  Staten  Island. 

Ive  often  been  told  by  these  old  men  in  1868  or  70  that  this  story 
was  an  absolute  fact  and  it  is  of  historical  record,  that  the  main  part 
of  the  army  did  go  back  to  Staten  Island  on  the  27th  of  June,  bv  wav 
of  Blazing  Star  landing,  now  Roosevelt  or  Carteret.  In  1872  and  74 
Simeon  Lambert,  the  owner,  handled  75,000  bushels  of  apples  each  year. 
Those  were  the  banner  years  for  appies.  Lesser  amounts  were  handled 
in  after  years.  In  i()o8  the  copper  stills  and  kettle  weie  stoien.  -That  end 
ed  the  history  of  the  still  kettles.  I  he  cider  mill  within  the  past  \ear  has 
been  changed  to  a  dwelling  house.  1  he  cider  house  and  distillery  still 

remain.

ORIGIN  AND  SITE  OF  WIND  MILL 


From  all  records  available,  it  will  appear  the  \\  ind  Mill  was  built 
by  James  Lambert  1st,  about  the  year  1737.  It  was  in  use  until  about 
1772,  when  it  was  superceded  by  a  water  wheel.  A  dam  was  bmlt  across 
the  brook  about  200  yards  west  of  the  mill  and  a  race  way  dug  to  convex 
the  water  to  an  overshot  wheel  15  feet  in  diameter,  5  feet  breast.  About 
4  feet  fall,  from  the  dam  to  the  wheel.  The  mill  was  situated  about  200 
yards  west  of  the  present  house  (formerly  null)'  on  Raritan  road,  now 
occupied  bv  Norman  Nelson.  A  large  Beech  tree  and  a  lime  kiln  are 
on  the  site  of  the  old  wind  mill.  The  slough,  a  little  north  ot  the  Beech 
tree,  is  the  wheel  pit  wherein  the  wheel  run. 


The  lime  kiln  was  built  by  Simeon  Lambert  about  1854.  used  for 
many  years  in  burning  ovster  shells  to  make  lime  for  fertilizer  ant 
mason’s  use.  The  best  ever  was  for  that  purpose.  In  1640  Simeon  Lam¬ 
bert  extended  the  race  way  6  or  700  feet  to  the  side  of  the  Raritan  road, 
quite  expensive,  as  it  was  walled  by  stone  and  covered  bv  heavv  Hag 
stones,  some  places  2  feet  under  the  ground.  He  built  the  mill  in  u.40  at 
the  side  of  the  Raritan  road  for  2  run  of  stones,  one  4  feet,  one  4  /*  teet- 
in  diameter  with  room  for  all  the  machinery  for  making  Hour  and  meal 
and  storage  of  grain.  A  breast  water  wheel  was  used.  2c  Uct 
diameter,  6  feet  wide,  developing  45  h.p.  In  1882  in  repairing  the  whee  .

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen. 

I,  Simeon  Lambert,  Farmer  of  the  township  of  Westfield.  County 
of  Union,  and  State  of  New  Jersey,  being  of  sound  mind,  memory  and 
understanding  (for  which  blessing  I  thank  God)  do  make,  publish  and 
declare  this  to  be  mv  last  will  and  testament  in  manner  following,  to  wit : 

I  do  order,  And  it  is  my  will  that  all  my  just  debts  and  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  be  fully  satisfied  and  paid  as  soon  as  conveniently  can  be  after  my 
decease.  And  I  do  further  order  that  a  suitable  family  burial  plot  be 
purchased  in  the  Hazelwood  Cemetery.  State  of  New  Jersey  And  a  mon¬ 
ument  be  erected  thereon,  the  said  plot  to  be  enclosed  with  granite  posts 
and  galvanized  iron  bars. 

After  the  above  request  is  fully  complied  with,  I  give  and  bequeath 
to  my  wife  Freelove  Lambert  ten  thousand  dollars  in  United  States  Gov. 
Bonds  (at  par  no  premium  to  be  discounted)  And  the  Bank  Stock,  part 
of  which  is  in  Rahway  National  Bank  and  part  in  Union  National  Bank, 
in  the  City  of  Rahway  for  her  sole  and  separate  use.  I  give,  bequeath 
and  devise  to  my  son  John  Lambert,  my  Homestead  where  I  now  live 
with  all  the  appurtenances  pertaining  thereto  including  all  buildings  and 
lands  on  the  same  side  of  the  public  highway  that  my  dwelling  house 
now  stands.  I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  to  my  son  Isaac  Lambert,  the 
dwelling  house  where  mv  son  John  Lambert  now  lives,  with  all  the  ap¬ 
purtenances  pertaining  thereto,  including  all  lands  and  buildings  on  the 
same  side  of  the  public  h:ghwav  that  the  said  dwelling  now  stands.  I 
give  and  bequeath  all  my  living  stock,  consisting  of  horses,  oxen,  cows, 
sheep,  swine  or  any  other  on  my  Homestead  farm,  at  the  time  of  my 
decease,  and  nil  the  implements  and  furniture  of  any  and  every  descrip¬ 
tion  pertaining  to  the  farm  (not  including  any  implements  or  fixtures 
•  belonging  to  the  Grist  Mill  or  Cider  Mill  or  distillery,  all  of  which 
«hnll  be  retained  in  the  buildings  where  they  properly  belong,  for  the 
benefit  of  my  son  John  Lambert)  to  my  two  sons  John  and  Isaac  Lam¬ 
bert,  share  and  share  alike.  The  furniture  in  mv  Homestead  is  to  re¬ 
main  therein.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  lohn  Lambert,  all  the 
Liquors  or  spirits  of  any  kind  on  hand  at  the  time  of  mv  decease,  in¬ 
cluding  all  casks,  barrels  containing  said  liquor.  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
e^ch  of  mv  daughters:  wz  Rachel  R.  DeCamp,  Martha  Ann  Merrick, 
Sarah  E.  Hetfield,  Matilda  F.  Pierson  and  Irene  Clark  and  to  my  son 
James  Lambert  of  Baltimore,  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand  dollars  apiece, 
share  and  share  alike.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  John  Lambert,  two 
thousand  dollars.  I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  son  Isaac  Lambert  three 
thousand  dollars.  All  the  residue  of  my  prooertv  of  anv  and  everv  de¬ 
scription,  not  disposed  of  in  this  my  last  will  and  testament  I  give  and 
beaueath  to  all  mv  daughters  and  to  my  son  James  Lambert,  to  be  equally 
divided  among  them,  share  and  share  alike.  The  above  two  thousand. 
Wiueathed  to  mv  son  John  Lambert  and  the  above  named  three  thousand 
dollars  bequeathed  to  my  son  Isaac  Lambert,  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  legal 
commissions  which  they  (mv  executors  hereafter  named)  would  be 
otherwise  entitled  to  according  to  law.

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I  hereby  appoint  and  constitute  my  two  sons  John  Lambert  and 
Isaac  Lambert  sole  executors  of  my  last  will  and  testament.  In  witness 
hereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  fourteenth  day  of  June, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  Eight  hundred  and  se\ent\-six.

Signed,  sealed,  published  and  declared  by  the  testator  to  be  his  last 
will  and  testament  in  the  presence  of  us,  who  were  present  at  the  same 

time  and  subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses. 

The  will  was  never  signed  but  its  provisions  were  carried  out  as 
near  as  conditions  would  permit  by  the  heirs,  John  Lambert  receding 
the  Wind  Mill  homestead  and  Isaac  Lambert  the  84  acres,  his  mother’s 
share  of  her  father’s  (  John  Littell)  estate.  The  other  heirs  receiving 
their  shares  from  investments  in  stocks,  etc.  In  securing  one  of  the  largest 
plots  in  Hazelwood  cemetery,  Rahway,  N.  L,  as  a  family  burial  ground 
and  the  erection  of  a  mausoleum  thereon,  reveals  how  carefully  he  plan¬ 
ned  for  the  future.  But  there  was  one  omission,  no  provis'on  was  made 
for  perpetual  care.  1  hat  omission  was  recognized  b\  his  daughter, 
Rachel  R.  DeCamp.  See  Rachel  R.  DeCamp  for  description.

THE  WILLOW  GROVE  SCHOOL  HOUSE 

Was  of  heavy  framed  timbers,  sills  plates  and  floor  beams  8  inches 
square,  posts  6  inches,  siding  i  inch  thick,  io  inches  wide  ot  \\  lute  Oak ; 
split  chestnut  shingles.  It  was  brick  filled  walls,  plastered;  floor,  oa - 
boards  io  inches  wide.  The  furniture  consisted  ot  long  desks,  built  m 
the  sides  and  part  of  one  end.  The  seats  were  benches,  made  from  a 
log  sawed  lengthwise  with  legs  fitted  to  them.  Ihe  longest  ^ere  a  ou 
20  feet  long.  18  inches  high.  Several  smaller  benches  12  inches  high 
were  provided  for  the  smaller  children  who  had  no  d^sks  to  sit  } ,  e 
2  or  ?  books  needed  bv  them  were  kept  in  a  large  desk,  together  with 
their  slates.  A  black  board  12  feet  long  was  built  in  cine  ot  the  end 
walls  At  the  other  end  of  the  room  was  a  small  platform  10  inches 
high  on  which  was  a  small  desk  for  the  teacher’s  use  l  he  center  ot 
the  room  was  graced  by  a  long  cast  iron  stove,  capable  ot  taking  a  3  oot 
stick.  It  was  12  x  18  bv  3V2  feet  long,  radiating  an  enormous  amount  ot 
heat  when  filled  with  maple,  oak  or  hickory  wood,  which  was  furnished 
mostly  in  4  foot  lengths  but  sometimes  it  was  brought  10  to  16  teet  long, 
as  being  cheaper.  In  either  case  the  larger  boy  scholars  were  expected  to 
saw  and  split  to  proper  size.  More  than  once  a  piece  of  rubber  or  a  small 
amount  of  pepper  came  to  an  end  on  the  red  hot  top.  not  otten  .succeed¬ 
ing  in  dismissing  school  as  the  room  had  8  windows  and  1  door  and  a 
few  minutes  recess  with  them  wide  open  generally  succeeded  in  ventilat¬ 
ing  the  room,  but  not  so  when  one  night  when  a  singing  school  was  in 
session,  someone  threw  a  live  skunk  in  the  doorway  ot  the  room.  1  he 
elite  of  the  country  was  represented  and  it  was  a  long  time  before  the 
delectable  odor  was  removed  from  their  clothes  and  memory.  Its  origin¬ 
al  location  was  near  the  corner  of  West  Broad  street  and  Radley  road.

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now  in  Fanwood  Township,  built  about  1780.  About  1812  it  was  moved 
to  a  lot  (a  little  east  of  Squire  Radley,  now  Talcott  house  on  the  Radley 
road)  known  as  the  “Hovel”  lot,  a  part  of  the  farm  of  James  Lambert 
(now  Shackamaxon  Golf  course). 

A  large  cherry  tree  on  the  south  side  of  the  Raritan  road,  under 
whose  spreading  branches  in  the  spring  grew  a  bed  of  old  fashioned  yel¬ 
low  lilies  marks  the  site  of  the  “Hovel”  lot.  About  1835  the  school  house 
was  moved  to  a  plot  of  land  on  the  Raritan  road,  near  the  bridge  known 
as  Willow  Grove,  on  lands  donated  from  the  John  Marsh  farm, 
opposite  the  then  old  DeCamp  house  then  owned  by  John  Littell  and 
near  the  old  Wind  Mill  on  the  farm  of  James  Lambert.  In  1870  the 
building  was  torn  down  by  John  Lambert,  (living  in  the  old  DeCamp 
house,  opposite  the  school  house,  now  known  as  the  Simeon  Lambert 
farm.  It  was  the  share  of  Freelove  Lambert,  wife  of  Simeon,  in  her 
father  John  Littell’s  estate  in  1850)  who  used  the  timbers  in  the  erection 
of  a  wagon  shed.  For  many  years  it  was  used  as  a  meeting  place,  for 
singing  school,  town  meetings,  social  life,  Sunday  school  and  religious 
purposes.  As  its  day  was  before  the  ubiquitous  Kodak  of  the  present  day 
no  photograph  was  taken  of  it.  At  the  46th  anniversary  of  the  Willow 
Grove  Sunday  school,  June.  1872,  the  scholars  who  had  attended  school 
in  the  old  school  house  were  asked  to  make  a  pencil  sketch  from  memory. 
Among  those  submitted  was  one  from  Ira  C.  Lambert,  that  was  pro¬ 
nounced  to  be  the  most  accurate  likeness,  just  before  its  demolition,  a 
copy  of  which  appears  in  these  pages.  *

OLD  PAPERS  AND  ACCOUNTS 

Daniel  Bone,  a  free  colored  man  married  to  Kezia,  Mr.  James 
Lambert’s  girl  in  1829.  seems  to  have  accumulated  property,  dying  1837. 
Mr.  James  Lambert  was  appointed  administrator  of  his  property,  he 
died  in  1842;  Simeon  Lambert  succeeded  him  as  administrator.  I  have 
in  my  possession  several  bills  against  the  estate.

SERVING  IN  REVOLUTIONARY  WAR 

For  the  benefit  of  those  wishing  to  join  either  the  Sons  or  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Revolution,  the  following  records  have  been  ob¬ 
tained.  Ihere  were  no  officers  in  the  Continental  Armv  by  name  of 
Lambert.  There  are  seven  privates — four  of  whom,  Launcelot,  Lott, 
Samuel  and  William  are  undoubtedly  sons  of  David  and  Richard.  \\  hen 
“Littell’s  genealogy  of  settlers  of  Passaic  Valiev”  was  written  (1848  ) 
it  was  made  by  subscription  and  even  in  the  territory  supposed  to  be 
covered  by  this  work  many  families  were  omitted,  because  they  did  not 
subscribe  (notably  the  Hetfields )  and  those  branches  of  the  Lambert 
family  living  in  Newark  and  near,  or  in  Bergen  Co.  were  ignored  en¬ 
tirely,  marked  “Not  traced”.  The  four  above  named,  no  doubt  were 
cousins  of  Joseph  and  James,  sons  of  John  2d  a  brother  of  Richard 
and  David.  Cornelius,  a  son  of  Joseph,  was  killed  in  the  Revolution¬ 
ary  War.  James  Lambert,  brother  of  Joseph,  and  progenitor  of  a 
numerous  family,  died  in  the  Sugar  House- Prison,  in  New  York.  No 
record  of  Joseph’s  death  as  he  migrated  to  Ohio.  After  the  war  of  the 
Revolution,  three  regiments  of  State  Troops  were  organized  and  there 
appears  the  names  of  eight  Lamberts,  6  from  Essex,  1  Hunterdon  and 
1  Sussex  Co.,  many  of  whom  served  in  the  Continental  army.  To  the 
descendants  of  Freelove  Litteil  and  Simeon  Lambert  there  are  the 
names  of  20  Littells  in  the  State  Troops,  many  of  them  having  been 
in  the  Continental  Army. 

In  Trinity  churchyard,  New  York  City  a  monument  is  erected  to 
the  memory  of  those  who  died  in  the  Sugar  House  Prison  with  no  in¬ 
dividual  names  on  it.  There  were  8000  prisoners  on  the  Prison  Ship 
“Jersey”  in  the  Wallabout,  among  their  names  appear  those  of  Pierre 
and  Moses  Lambert.  In  Fort  Green  Park,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  is  a  mon¬ 
ument  about  75  feet  high.  It  is  situated  on  quite  an  eminence,  100  steps 
being  required  to  gain  the  foot  of  the  pedestal.  On  a  tablet  at  its  base 
is  the  following  inscription :

Quackenbos’s  History  of  the  United  States  says  “The  bones  of 
]  1,000  of  those  who  died  on  the  Prison  Ships  anchored  in  Wallabout 
Bay  were  gathered  and  deposited  in  the  vaults,  attended  bv  appropri¬ 
ate  ceremonies  from  the  multitude  assembled  for  this  occasion.”  The 
British  evacuated  New  York  25th  Nov.,  1783.  25  years  later  in  1808 
the  monument  was  erected.

OTHER  LAMBERT  BRANCHES  OF  EARLY  DATE 

In  1638  a  colony  of  about  20  families  sailed  from  Hull,  England, 
settled  at  Rowley,  in  the  northeastern  part  of  Massachusetts,  near  the 
coast.  Among  them  being  Francis  Lambert  whose  descendants,  John 
and  Gershom  Lambert,  migrated  about  1735-6  to  Amwell  (now  Lambert- 
ville)  Hunterdon  Co.,  N.  J.  John  Lambert,  a  descendant  of  John  was 
born  24th  Feb.,  1746,  was  acting  Governor  of  New  Jersey  Oct.  26th, 
f 802  to  Oct.  27th,  1803.  Buried  at  Amwell,  Hunterdon  Co.,  N.  J.  4th 
Feb.,  1823. 

In  1768  a  company  sailing  from  Hull.  England,  settled  at  Burling¬ 
ton,  Burlington  Co.,  N.  J.,  among  them  were  John  and  Thomas  Lambert 
with  their  families  and  servants.  Were  prominent  in  the  early  history 
of  West  Jersey. 

In  1774  a  colony  settled  near  Elizabeth  City,  N.  C.,  near  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  state  line.  Among  them  James  Lambert  from  \\  iltshire,  England, 
whose  descendants  are  numerous  around  Norfolk,  Ya. 

The  Lamberts  at  Emaus  and  most  of  them  at  Easton,  Pa.,  are 
from  Alsace-Lorraine  (Normandy)  France.  No  doubt  descendants  of 
Rodolph  de  Lambert,  the  doughty  warrior  who  went  with  \\  illiam  the 
Conqueror  to  England  in  1066,  leaving  a  family  in  Normandy. 

With  the  Jesse  Lambert  branch  at  Milford.  Conn.,  1680,  and  Roger 
Lambert  at  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  1665,  both  from  Wiltshire,  England. 

With  this  data  it  must  be  adduced  that  all  the  “Lamberts”  in  this 
country  who  can  *Tace  back  too  vears.  are  without  doubt  from  the  same 
parental  stock.
